The British Admiralty's move in halting construction on 


the four powerful Super-dreadnaughts of the Hood type, the 
backbone of England's post-war naval programme, is the first 
concrete action paving the way for the limitation of naval 
armament. It is significant that Britain, Mistress of the Seas' 
for countless decades, should be the first nation to take such 
a step. Perhaps, like of old, England reads the writing on the 
wall, and prepares. The British Empire has, through the ages, 
earned a staggering burden of debt in order to take her place 
at the head of the world's navies. And yet in recent years the 
British fleet has done nothing more than intimidate her 
enemies. 
• 


In view of the fact that the British Empire is' scattered 


over the four corners of the globe, and the British Isles de- 
pendent, in a great measure, upon the success of her navy in 
warding off enemy attacks on the provisions coming overseas 
.for her people, the Admiralty's order bears additional testi- 
mony of the spirit in which that nation has accepted Secretary 
Hughes' sweeping proposal. 


It now folows that if Britain can see her way clear to 


suspend her post-war naval programme, there is no reason 
apparent why the United States, original proposer of naval 
armament limitation, cannot do likewise., Our "long western 
coastline" and our "Far Eastern Menace" are not in any meas- 
ure to be compared with the difficulty, that England has to 
meet in defending her thousands of miles'of boundary. 


Curtailment of our naval programme will give, in a large 


degree, relief, from the perplexing question of revenue and 
taxes, and some action shoulde be taken before final settle- 
ment is made of the tax arid revenue measures now pending 
in Congress.
